CARROLL BECKWITH, N.A. 


In this collection of one hundred and eightv-eight paint- 
ings and drawings left by Carroll Beckwith, N.A., his versatility 
of style in the different mediums is beautifully exemplified. He 
was a draughtsman of unusual skill and a painter of remark- 
able cleverness. Giving much attention to “values,” he liked 
richness of color and in line he leaned decidedly toward the 
decorative. 

He was, as Mr. Gardner Teall has well expressed it: “The 
Painter who knows how to Draw” — and saw with true vision 
what every generation of true artists has beheld ; no wonder, 
therefore, that his work has received so many marks of honor 
both at home and abroad. He has been one of the most promi- 
nent figures in the American Art world for thirty-eight years, 
and has achieved an enviable place among American artists. 

Born on September 23, 1852, in Hannibal, Mo., likewise 
the birth-place of his old friend Mark Twain, his parents soon 
after his birth moved to Chicago. He was baptized James 
Carroll Beckwith, but he was called, as he signed all his can- 
vases, Carroll Beckwith. 

He studied at the Academy of Design for two years and 
then became in Paris a pupil of Carolus-Duran and of the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts. Remaining there five years, during 
which time he made several trips to both Spain and Italy, he 
returned to New York in 1878 and with William M. Chase 
opened the departments of painting and drawing at the then 
recently established Art Students’ League, where for eighteen 
years he continued his work as instructor. 

The name of Carroll Beckwith is written very frequently in 
American Art Annals, for he has had a notable part in the vari- 


ous movements and projects for art development, and has in- 
fluenced many artists and hundreds of clever women to can \ 
instructed taste into American homes. 

His portraits hang in many well-known institutions, among 
them West Point Academy, Yale and Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versities, The Bar Association, Historical Society, U nion, 
Union League, City, Calumet, Racquet ( lubs, and otheis. 

In his paintings of Versailles Mr. Beckwith has naturalized 
the art of the French among us. He is most admirable in his 
rendering of those gardens and their exquisite details. In 
them he reveals a range of expression surprising to those who 
think of him as a portraitist solely. Into these canvases he 
puts all the magic of his execution. Painter of architectural 
masterpieces are many, but a painter who presents to us the 
quality and the impression of massive bronze or marble sculp- 
tures upon small canvases or panels, is unique and his work 
is as interesting for its originality as it is for its beauty. 

One of the paintings in this collection is entitled “Des- 
tiny Contemplating the Ravages of War,” which has the dis- 
tinction (sic) of being the first “war picture” shown here. 

He had a strong social instinct, a keen enjoyment of 
camaraderie, and an intense sense of loyalty to Art as a chosen 
profession. 

After 1878 he made his home in New York, with always 
many trips to the galleries of Europe, and he died on October 
24, 1917, leaving a regrettable void in his profession by his 
untimely passing away.

for the benefit of such purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) aris- 
ing from such re-sale shall be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 
of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for. such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Asso- 
ciation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or au- 
thenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on. account of 
any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not 
noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior 
to its sale, after which it is sold “as is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot 
correctly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trust- 
worthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly cata- 
logued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued 
or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would 
become responsible for such damage as might result were his 
opinion without proper foundation.
